The home is the first and most jm- 
portant school of character, Here 
the child receives {ts best moral train- 
ing or its worst. The home is the Gib- 
ralter of society. A nation of good 
homes and conscientious parents has 
in it the fundamental elements of 
ewreatness, A nation of broken homes 
and listless, indifferent parents is head- 
ing to decay, The armies of delin- 
quent and dependent children are the 
spawn of bad homes and the thought- 
lees and sometimes sodden parenth who 
have made them, The force of social 
hereditary, comprising the ideals, inor- 
als, religious impulses, teaching, dis- 
cipline, order, porsonal habits, and 
superstitions of the parents overpow- 
er tho child by its almost trresistible 
momentum, Profane parents have pro- 
fane children, If the father Hes the son 
will not be truthful. If the mother is 
{mimoral the daughter }# not likely to 
fight temptation, A large proportion 
of the child's habits are formed before 
he listen, Theodore Roosevelt truly: 
"If you are golng to do anything per- 
manent for the average man, you must 
begin with him before he is a man,” 
During this time the one constant fac- 
tor in his training is the environment 
of the home, 
Good homes, as_ they are called in 
society parlance, are not always the 
best. Here the father is too much en- 
grossed jin money” getting, and the 
mother is too busy with her soclal en- 
gagements to spend time in thinking 
of the children, Their care and training 
are left almost entirely to paid em- 
ployees. Not infrequently the child 
of his upbringing rebels, deserts his 
unsuccessful home and winds up in the 
children’s court. In his last annual re- 
port, R. B. Chadwick, superintendent 
of delinquent children for this pro- 
vince, calls attention to the large num- 
ber of wayward boys and girls who 
come from hones that are luxurious 
but not always good, Men and women 
who sin against nature In their selfish 
determination to avoid the responsibl- 
Ities of becoming parents, are only a 
shade more sinful than those who neg- 
lect the proper care of their "darlings" 
at home, 
At the other end of the social ladder 
you will find the same kind of selfish- 
ness necessarily exhibiting itself in 
other directions, In many cases there 
is no effort to make the home attrac- 
tive. Some parents think only of the 
day when the boy will go to work and 
enhance the family income, Little chaps 
that should be playing with their moth- 
er’s apron sirings are forced out Into 
the street callings. Others are permit- 
ted to spend hours in the back alley 
with companions of questionable char- 
acter, No questions are asked, provid- 
ed there ts no disturbance, and the 
parents’ comfort is not molested. 
Whether rich or poor, these are de- 
linquent parents, for whom soclety may 
yet have to provide penal institutions 
or reformatories, Since, however, it is 
hard to teach an old dog new tricks, tho 
problem simply bristles with diftt- 
culty, 
Men and women of the best inten- 
tions frequently spend more time in re- 
forming other people's children than in 
training their own. ‘The son of a reo- 
ligious teacher was arrested as a com- 
mon pick-pocket. “Didn't you know 
that your boy was spending most of 
his time with a gang of thieves?” ask- 
ed the court, “No, I am so busy with 
niy teaching that I didn’t have time to} 
look after my boy,” replied the father, | 
It is easy to lose the treasure In your | 
house by keeping your eyes on the ends | 
of the earth.

compelled to witness the sad results 
of a condition they are unablo to re- 
medy. Many a parent, finding poverty 
cutting into Hf@ at the point where it 
most hurts, on the side of wife or 
children, feels like @ gulley slave, and 
can almost see the horrid fron fetter 
as he tugs laboriously at the great oars 
of Nfe. The bondage ho can endure, 
but when he soes Its pains and penal- 
tlen visited upon his own flesh and 
blood, his agony beggars description, 

These good, but unfortunate, par- 
ents have for neighbors the  vivious 
sort, Many fathers are intemperate, 
some are brutal and beat other mem- 
bers of the household, The boys of 
such homes are apt to become rough, 
unruly, revengeful and cruel, Many 
run away from home and become .Bo- 
hemians Jn habils and incorrigible tn 
morals, Tho girls are early tempted 
t oveek shelter and amusements in the 
purlieus of the city, 

Many homes are broken by death. 
Orphan children are frequently left 
without adequate care, A much larger 
number of these than their proportion 
in the community are brought” into 
court. In many cases the surviving 
parent marries again, but the step par- 
ent cannot take the place of the de- 
ceased, St. Louis records show more 
enbes of delinquency where the child 
lived with the suryiving mother than 
with the father. Probably. the control 
of the father is superior to chat of the 
mother, On the other hand, widows 
aro more numerous” than widowers. 
Homes broken by desertion and divorce 
are, fortunately, much fewer, but their 
presence is marked by a trall of ruin- 
6d young life that brings a pang of 
pain to the sympathetic, 

We sometimes hear the criticism that 
a too willing state in the profusion of 
its activities is breaking down parental 
obligation, In some Cases of neglect 
and indifference it is the bounden duty 
of the state to take action. Our hope 
lies in the children, The home is the 
place for the child and the father and 
mother should be his best guardians. 
The home its bad, tndeed, that is not 
better than the best public institution, 
It Is the natural growing place of the 
young human being. But when the 
home becomes a brothel and the par- 
ents lapse into brutality, (he state must 
give the child the best chance under 
the circumstances, 

Social workers of today are not slow 
to recognize the unique Importance of 
the home, Wherever posuible the res- 
ponsibility of the parents is enforced 
and the interference of the state Hmit- 
ed to the insistence that the parents 
perform their obligations, They recog- 
nizu that the breaking up of the home 
Js a sorlous act and justifiable only un- 
der oxceptional circumstances. They 
hold, however, that the state's rights 
are paramount and that {f it’s best 
interests can only be served by such 
action, then the breaking up of the 
home is not only expedient but nec 
essary, 

Wanted—-Fathers, who would rather 
save thelr boys than make money. 
Mothers, who prefer making the horne 
attractive for the children to decorat- 
ing drawing rooms or entertaining soc- 
iety butterflies. A community spirit, 
that will insist upon an adequate hous- 
ing accommodation and a fair chance 
for every family in its midst. Churches, 
that will preach with jneistence the 
necessity of wholesome home life as the 
foundation of individual character and 
national greatness. 

Multiply the god homes in the pro- 
vince and you will empty the juvenile 
courts, the detention homes and cor- 
rective institutions and give your pro- 
bation officers a holiday,

A bumper house greeted J. G. Tur- 
geon, M,.P.P, for Ribstone, and Martin 
Woolf, M.P.P. for Cardston, the speak- 
ers at the noon luncheon of the Indus- 
trial association on Thursday. 

Mr. Woolf, who was the first speak- 
er, dealth with “The present status of | 
jagriculture in Alberta,” and divided | 
the people on the land into three | 
classes. There were the farmers, the} 
grain growers and the acriculturalists. 


| “The farmer,” he said, “is the man} 


who makes his money on the farm and 
blows it in the city, The agricultural- 
jist is the man who makes his money in

come on the land from the states and 
more than paid for the land and the} 
labor the first year. One man he knew 
pald $10 an acre for his farm. He paid 
a man $4 an acre for breaking it and} 
$2 and acre for diseing, making In all 
$16 an acre, The man had 820 acres 
broken that year, the yield was 36 
bushels to the aoré and the price was 
§0 cents per bushel. He believed the 
south of the province fayored the grain 
grower but for the searcity of water in 
some places. 

“The basic industry of this whole 


country is agriculture,” he said, ‘uA 
country without people is a wilderness 
and people without Jand are a mob,” 

He favored the “back to the land” 
movement, but he thought all the as- 
sistance possible should be given those 
on the Jand to make it a success.
